The Directors herewith respectfully, present to 
the stockholders this thirty-sixth Annual Report of 
the Concord Railroad Corporation, being for the 
year ending March 31, 1877. 

OPERATIONS OF THE YEAR. 

The gross receipts, as compared with those of 
the last year, have fallen off about ten per cent, in 
the passenger and seyen per cent, in the freight de- 
partment, or about seventy-nine thousand dollars in 
all. The expenses have been reduced about four- 
teen per cent, or about ninety-eight thousand dol-

As will be seen above, ten thousand dollars have 
been charged to income, on account of rolling 
stock purchased of the Nashua, Acton & Boston 
Railroad Company, for which notes were given 
last spring, and referred to in the Report of last 
year. The interest on the notes has been charged 
to current expenses. 

The financial condition of the Corporation is 
shown by the foregoing statement of receipts and 
expenditures, and the trial balance of the Treas- 
urer, which is annexed to this Report. 



STOCK ACCOUNT. 

The aggregate* value of stock on hand for the 
use of the Road is $8,339-62 less than at the close 
of last year, — the difference being occasioned, to 
some extent, by a lower valuation of the property- 
A statement, in detail, is annexed.

One, new first-class passenger locomotive has 

-been built in the shop, and the necessary repairs

Twelve locomotives and forty- 
two cars of the passenger equipment have been 
Turnished with the " Westinghouse Automatic 
■Brake," at an expense of $11,853.71. 
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ROAD-BED, TR'ACK, ' ElX:. 

Repairs and improvements in the road-bed atrcl 
superstructure have been made, as stated below, 
•viz: Twelve hundred and thirty -seven (1237^) 
toils of new iron rails, and five hundred and one 
*(5oi) tons of new steel rails, have been placed in 
the track, and ten hundred and ninety-seven (1097) 
"tons of iron rails have been taken up, repaired, an^d 
relaid, during the year; sixty-six thousand two 
'hundred and fifty-six (66,256) new sleepers hav*e 
been laid in the track, and eight and one half 
(8 1-2) miles of track on the Concord & Ports- . 
mouth Road ballasted, one foot or more in depth, 
with gravel; ten thousand seven hundred and 
eighty (10,780) feet of additional side-track have 
*been laid; and all necessary rfepairs and renewals 
of bridges, culverts, and fences have been made. 
The road-bed and tracks are in as good, and, in 
some respects, better, condition than at the clos'e 
6f the last year. The ballasting of the Concord & 
Portsmouth track is a material improvement, and 
should be completed as soon as the financial condi- 
tion of the Road will admit 
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THE DEPOTS AND OTHER BUILDINGS 

of the Corporation have been kept in a good state 
of repair, and some renewals and improvements 
have been made. Those mentioned in last vear^s 
Report as needed at Manchester have been nearly 
completed. The engine-house has been enlarged 
and improved, and conveniences for sawing and 
handling wood and taking water have been pro- 
vided in immediate connection with it This, when 
fully completed, will obviate the necessity of run- 
ning all engines across Granite street for wood and 
water. In addition to the above, a new rail-shop, 
wood-shed, and coal-shed have been built, and ad- 
ditions made to the side-track accommodation. A 
new stationary-engine-house and boiler-room have 
been built at Concord, and anew stationary engine, 
for operating the machinery in the repair-shop, pur- 
chased and placed therein. Extensive repairs have 
been made on the passenger depot at Portsmouth; 
and a small station-house built at Robinson's Ferry, 
to replace the one destroyed by fire. ^ 



THE NASHUA, ACTON & BOSTON ROAD. 

The lease of the Nashua, Acton & Boston Rail- 
road having been confirmed by the stockholders at 
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the last annual meeting, that Road has been oper- 
ated by this Company; and, thus far, has proved 
of as much advantage as was anticipated. The 
interest on the money advanced to that Road is, 
in accordance with the terms of the lease, paid 
from the rent, as it becomes due. 



There has been expended, during the last four 
years, the amount of nearly four hundred and 
seventy-nine thousand ($479,000) dollars, or about 
one hundred and twenty thousand ($120,000) dol- 
lars per year, for improvements in the road, stations, 
etc., and in increasing the rolling stock. About one 
half of the above sum has been paid for new en- 
gines and cars, about one quarter for steel rails, 
and most of the balance for land and improve- 
ments of depot accommodations in the city of 
Manchester. 
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Owing to the large reduction in freight rates 
made by the new tariff, which has just gone into 
effect, and to the increased claim made by the lower 
Roads for haulage, the future earnings of the Road 
will be much diminished, and, probably, they will 
be insufficient to continue the present rate of divi- 
dends to the stockholders, unless there shall be an 
increase of business to compensate for that loss. 



ACCIDENTS. 

There were three accidents upon the Road dur- 
ing the year, by which four persons lost their lives, 
viz: On the i8th of June, 1876, a Mrs. Regan, 
while walking upon the track of the Manchester & 
North Weare Railroad, at Kelly Falls bridge, was 
struck by a passing train, and fatally injured; July 
8th, Mn A. P. Reed, with Mrs. Dudley Pray, drove 
on to the track of the Nashua, Acton & Boston 
Road, in front of an express train, which was pass- 
ing East Littleton station, and were both killed; 
December 27th, a boy named Joseph Madden, hav- 
ing stolen a ride on a freight train, attempted to 
jump from it when approaching Manchester station, 
and, falling under, the wheels, was killed. No 
blame was attached to the Corporation, or its em- 
dloyes, in either instance. 
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The duties of the Superintendent, and other offi- 
cers and employes, have been performed in a faith- 
'ful and satisfactory manner during the year.

The thirty-seventh Annual Report of the earn- 
ings, expenditures and transactions of the Concord 
Railroad Corporation, being for the year ending 
March 31, 1878, is herewith respectfully presented 
to the stockholders. 

OPERATIONS OF THE YEAR. 

As will be shown by the following statement of 
receipts and expenditures, the gross income of the 
road, in comparison with last year, has fallen off 
largely, both in the passenger and freight depart- 
ments, yet the operating expenses have been re- 
duced in a still greater amount, and thereby the di- 
rectors are enabled to make a favorable exhibit of 
the net receipts.

The above statement of receipts and expenditures 
for the year, with the Treasurer's trial balance 
hereto annexed, show the present financial condi- 
tion of the Corporation. 

STOCK ACCOUNT. 

The value of the stock and materials on hand for 
use of the road and its branches is twelve thou* 
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sand three hundred and six dollars and forty-six 
cents — ($12,306.46) — less than at the close of last 
year, but is still more than the average amount on 
hand during the past ten years. The decrease in 
the value of the stock is in the items of wood and 
coal, and the material in the repair-shop, as will 
be seen by the annexed statement. 

ROLLING STOCK. 

No addition has been made to the locomotive 
power or rolling-stock, during the past year, the 
Amount on hand having been amply sufficient -for 
the business of the road. Nine locomotives have 
been overhauled and thoroughly repaired j and all 
other needed repairs, to locomotives, passenger, 
baggage and freight cars, have been made. One 
new first-class passenger locomotive has been con- 
tracted for, to be finished and delivered early in the 
coming season. The schedule of the rolling-stock 
used in the operation of the road and its branches 
remains the same as at the time of the last report.

ROAD-BED, TRACK, ETC. 

The previous good condition of the road-bed,, 
track, and superstructure generally, has been fully 
maintained; but owing to the decrease in the re- 
ceipts of the road, the ballasting of the Concord 
and Portsmouth road with gravel, as referred to in 
the last report, has not been continued this year. 

Four hundred and fifty-six (456) tons of new 
iron rails, and five hundred and one (501) tons of 
new steel rails • (the same amount as last year,) 
have been purchased and laid in the track; and 
nine hundred and sixty-three (963) tons of iron 
rails have been taken up, repaired and relaid, dur- 
ing the year. Sixty-tw6 thousand three hundred 
and eight (62,308) new sleepers have been placed 
in the track, and large repairs have been made on 
the bridges at Goff's Falls and Hooksett, and on 
the pile-bridges on the Suncook Valley road. The 
ordinary and necessary repairs have also been made 

to other bridges, and to the culverts, fences, etc.,. 
upon the road. 

DEPOTS AND OTHER BUILDINGS. 

The depots and other buildings of the Corpora- 
tion have been kept well repaired, and all renewals. 
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and improvements which were immediately neces- 
sary have been made. In several previous reports, 
mention has been made of the need of new and more 
suitable passenger-station buildings at Nashua and 
at Concord, and the Directors are not unmindful of 
the fact that such improvements are desirable for 
the accommodation of the public, and the more con- 
venient transaction of business at those stations; 
but, in consequence of the long-continued depres- 
sion of business, and the large falling off in the 
gross receipts of the Corporation — the exercise of 
the most strict economy in the management of all 
departments of the road has been necessary, and it 
has been thought advisable to postpone the con- 
struction of those depots until a revival of business 
and increased income would warrant the necessary 
expenditure. 

THE NASHUA, ACTON AND BOSTON ROAD 

is, as contemplated by the lease, operated by this 
company, and the lease has proved to be advan- 
tageous. It has prevented interference with the 
rates, which are already low, and which, if materi- 
ally reduced, would greatly aftect our profits. We 
have reason to believe that arrangements were in 
contemplation which would have seriously atiected 
the interests connected with this company, if the 
lease had not been made. 
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Notwithstanding the large, reduction in freight 
rate^, as adopted in the recent tariff, and the in- 
creased payments to connecting roads below,-«- 
referred to in the last report, — the Directors are 
gratified in being able to state that, owing to the 
reduced cost of materials and the large decrease 
made in the operating expenses, the net earnings of 
the road, during the year, have been enough to war- 
rant the payment of the usual dividends, — and they 
are hopeful that the luture business of the road will 
be sufficient to enable the company to maintain the 
present excellent condition of its property, and 
secure reasonable returns to its stockholders. 



At the last session of the Legislature an act was 
passed authorizing the appointment of a Commis- 
sion to examine into the subject of the taxation of 
railroads and other corporations in this state. The 
Commission has given considerable attention to the 
platter, and it is understood that a report will be 
made to the Legislature this year* What conclu- 
sion they will arrive at, we are unable to state; but 
we feel that the taxes paid by this corporatign have 
been higher than the average, while the act relating 
to the taxation of railroads provides that our prop-

erty shall be taxed, as near as possible, at the same 
rate as other property situated in the same towns; 
and we, therefore, think that the rates should be 
reduced. 



Since the last report, the Corporation has lost, by 
death, one of its most useful and active Directors, 
Mr. John E. Lyon, — and the following resolution 
was passed by the Directors, and entered upon the 
records, viz : 

" Resolved, That in the recent death of Mr, John E. Lyon 
the tnembers of this Board regret the toss of a valued asso- 
ciate and friend, and this Corporation has been deprived 
of a Director, whose great business capacity and experience, 
sound judgment, untiring industry and proved integrity have 
rendered his services most useful and important, in the man- 
agement of its atTairs." 



ACCIDENTS. 

No passenger has been injured, and no property 
of the corporation damaged by any accident to the 
trains during the year. On the zothof August last, 
a boy, about twelve years old, named James 
McCormick, in a careless manner, got on to a mov- 
ing freight train in the yard at Manchester, and, 
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after riding a short distance, jumped off, fell beneath 
the train and was fatally injured. 

In closing this report? the Directors are pleased 
to acknowledge and commend the faithful and 
efficient manner in which the duties of the Superin- 
tendent and other officers and employes of the road 
Jiave been performed.

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The Directors herewith respectfully present to the 
Stockholders the Thirty-eighth Annual Re- 
port of the earnings, expenditures and operations 
of the Concord Railroad Corporation, being for 
the year ending March 31, 1879. 

OPERATIONS OF THE YEAR. 

In consequence of the continued depression 
of business, and the extremely low rates which 
it has been necessar}^ to accept, for a large 
proportion of the traffic, the gross receipts have 
fallen oft' about two and seven tenths per cent, in 
the passenger department, and nearly six per cent, 
in the freight department. There has also been a 
reduction of over twenty-two per cent, in the amount 
received from the government for the transportation 
of the mails as compared with last year. But the 
decrease in gross receipts has been in part offset by 
a reduction in the operating expenses, and the 



Directors are gratified in having been able to fully 
maintain the good condition of the road and its 
property, and to pay, from the net income of the 
year, dividends to the amount of ten per cent., to 
to the stockholders.

The present financial condition of the corporation 
is shown by the foregoing statement and the trial 
balance of the treasurer, which is hereto annexed. 



STOCK ACCOUNT. 

The value of stock and materials on hand for the 
use and repairs of the road is fully up to the average 
for the past twelve years, although there has been 
a reduction in the amount of eighteen thousand 
eight hundred and ninety-six dollars and forty-six 
cents ($18,896.46) during the year, as compared 
with the previous year. More than one third, or 
about thirty-seven per cent, of this reduction is 
caused by a lower valuation of the property, and

the balance by a reduction in the gross amount. 
A detailed statement of the value of the stock on 
hand is annexed. 



MOTIVE POWER AND ROLLING STOCK. 

One nevv^ first-class passenger locomotive has 
been purchased, and extensive repairs made on six 
other locomotives, during the year. Another new 
locomotive has been contracted for and will soon be 
ready for delivery to the road. All necessary re- 
pairs to passenger, freight, and other cars of the 
road, have been made, as usual. The motive power 
and rolling stock, generally, is now in as good and 
serviceable condition as heretofore, and with the 
annual repairs and renewals necessary to cover de- 
preciation, will be sufficient for the probable re- 
quirements of the business for many years to come. 
The number of locomotives, passenger, baggage, 
mail, and other cars, used in the operation of the 
road and its branches, remains, substantially, the 
same as stated in the last report.

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THE R()Aivbf;i>, track, ktc. 

The road-bed and track have been kept in thor- 
ough repair, and are now in as good, it" not a better 
condition, than at the close of any previous year. 
Arrangements have been made for continuing the 
ballasting of the Concord and Portsmouth Road 
with gravel, and it is the intention of the Directorv 
to have as much of that desirable work done during 
the coming summer as the tinancial condition ol 
the road will warrant. Five hundred and se\ i_nt\- 
three (573) tons of new iron rails, and four hun- 
dred and ninety-eight (49H) tons of new stetl 
rails have been purchased and placed in the 
track, and eight hundred and ninety-eight (S98) 
tons of iron rails have been taken up, repaired and 
relaid, on side roads, during the year. Thirty-tive 
hundred and eighty-four (35H4) feet of new and 
additional side tracks have been laid, and eight\- 
three thousand six hundred and seventy-three (83,- 
673) new sleepers placed in the track. About 
twenty-five hundred (2500) dollars were ex-pendcd 
for ballasting the Suncook Branch track with gravel 
and for repairing the damage to road-bed causcJ 
by the unusually high freshet in December last. A

w bridge, with stone piers, trestle and truss sup- 
rts, has been built at Thornton's Ferry, in place 
the old pile bridge at that place; and all necessary 
pairs made to other bridj^cs, etc., upon t!ie road. 

DEPOTS AND BUILDINGS. 

The depots and other buildings have been kept 
. a good state of repair, and some improvements 
lade therein. New and much more suitable sta- 
on buildings, comprising a passenger depot, freight 
epot, water house, wood shed, etc., have been con- 
Tucted at Raymond, on the Concord and Ports- 
louth Road, in place of the old buildings at that 
tation which were all destroyed by fire on the night 
>f the 29th of August last. The depot buildings 
tf the Corporation are now, generally, sufficient for 
he requirements of its business and the conveni- 
ince of its patrons, but there is a great and increas- 
ng want of a new and more commodious passenger 
Jtation house at Nashua, and its construction should 
not be much longer delayed. The Directors are 
tiopeful that the income of the road will be such as 
to warrant the necessary expenditure for that pur- 
pose during the coming season.

Your Directors herewith respectfully submit the 
Thirty-ninth Annual Report of the earnings, ex- 
penditures, and operations of the road, being for the 
year ending March 31, 1880.

The amount of fuel on hand for use of the road 



i j has been quite largely reduced from that at the close 
1 1 of previous years, for the reason that, on account of 
the great depreciation from decay, it was not deemed 
advisable to carry so large a stock of wood as has 
been the practice heretofore, and it was decided to 
use up a large proportion of the old wood on hand 
before making additional purchases, and hereafter to 
keep only a sufficient stock to meet the necessary 
requirements of the business from year to year. The 
reduction in the amount of material for road repairs 
was caused by the sale of old worn-out rails, which 
had been on hand for several years, and for welded 
rails, taken from the stock, and used for laying new 
and additional side-tracks. The amount received 
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from the sale of old rails has been credited to the 
expense of road repairs. 

A statement of the present value of the stock and 
materials on hand, for use of the road, is annexed to 
this report. 

MOTIVE POWER AND ROLLING STOCK. 

One new locomotive, contracted for the previous 
year, has been delivered to the road and paid for, 
and one new locomotive built in the shop during the 
year, and is now in service. One locomotive has 
been thoroughly rebuilt, and all ordinary and neces- 
sary repairs to other locomotives have been made. 
The motive power of the road is now fully as effi- 
cient and in as good condition for service as at any 
time heretofore. Baker's patent car-warmers have 
been placed in six of the passenger-cars, at an ex- 
pense of about three hundred and fifty dollars each. 
They have proved to be very satisfactory, and add 
greatly to the comfort of passengers during the cold 
weather. An additional number should be put in as 
the business may require. Eight (8) passenger- 
cars and nine (9) baggage-cars have been repainted 
throughout, nineteen (19) passenger-cars and twelve 
(12) baggage-cars varnished, and other necessary 
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repairs made to the passengfer equipment. Thirty- 
three (33) long platform-cars, four (4) short plat- 
form-cars, and five (5) box-cars have been rebuilt. 

dtc Substantially new bodies for twenty- four (24) plat- 

form-cars have been made, and nearly one hundred 
other long platform-cars have been newly planked, 
and other needful repairs made during the year. The

Additional land has been purchased 
for enlarging and improving the train-yard and ter- 
minal facilities at Concord, and a contract made for 
the necessary filling and grading of the same, the 
work upon which is now nearly completed. 

DEPOTS AND OTHER BUILDINGS. 

The depots and other buildings owned by the cor- 
poration have generally been kept well repaired, and 
are now in good condition. Improvements, for the 
convenience of the patrons of the road, have been 
built at Concord depot, and the ticket-office at that 
station has been enlarged ; new platforms have been 
built, and the necessary repairs made at various other 
stations upon the road. Extensive changes are now 
being made in the depot building at Greenland, which 
will, when completed, add much to the comfort of the 
public who patronize the road at that station. Plans 
have been adopted, and contracts made for the con- 
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struction of the long contemplated new passenger 
depot at Nashua, and work has already been com- 
menced upon the same, the whole to be completed 
during the present season. Contracts have also been 
made for completing the new engine-house at Con- 
cord, and for constructing new and more extensive 
coal and wood sheds, and improved conveniences for 
sawing wood at that station, work upon which im- 
provements is now in progress. 

ACCIDENTS. 

No person has been injured, and no property of 
the corporation seriously damaged by any accident 
upon the road during the year. 

The superintendent, and other employes of the 
Road under him, have performed their duties during 
the past year to the satisfaction of the Board ; and 
the success of the Road during that time has in no 
little degree been owing to their efficiency and faith- 
fulness.

REPORT. 



The Directors of the Concord Railroad Corporation 
herewith respectfully present to the stockholders the 
fortieth annual report of the receipts and expendi- 
tures of the road, being for the year ending March 
31, 1881. 

The gross receipts from the business of the year 
were nearly eighty- five thousand dollars ($84,91 1.82), 
or about nine and three fourths (9J) per cent., in ex- 
cess of the receipts of the previous year; and, in con- 
sequence of the increased cost of material and labor, 
and the unusual severity of the past winter, the oper- 
ating expenses were increased about sixty-nine thou- 
sand dollars ($69,035.55), or nearly thirteen and one 
fifth (13') per cent., as compared with the same for 
the preceding year. 

The result of the operation of the road for the year 
has been favorable. The usual semi-annual dividends 
have been earned and paid, and the good condition 
of the road-bed, track, rolling-stock, buildings, and 
other property of the road has been fully maintained. 



The Directors take pleasure in congratulating the 
stockholders upon the continued prosperity of the 
corporation.

It will be observed, by comparison of the forego- 
ing statement with previous reports, that a change 
has been made in the method of keeping the account 
of earnings and expenses. The earnings from the 
local and through business have been separated, and 
a more detailed account of the expenses kept than 
has been the practice heretofore. This change was 
made upon the request of the Board of Railroad 
Commissioners, to secure uniformity in the accounts 
of the different railroads throughout the state, and 
has been generally adopted. 

It has been deemed advisable that the Concord 
road should continue to control the business of the 



Nashua, Acton & Boston Railroad, at the close of the 
present lease, to protect our road as against parties 
having adverse interests who desired to obtain it; 
and your Directors have entered into negotiations 
to that effect, and have made payment of fifty thou- 
sand dollars on account of the same. 

The present financial condition of the Corporation 
is shown by the above statement of receipts and ex- 
penditures, and the trial balance of the Treasurer, 
which is annexed. 

STOCK ACCOUNT. 

The value of the material on hand, in the Repair 
Shop, and for repairs of the roadway, etc., is over 
thirty-three thousand dollars ($33,583.65) in excess 
of the amount at the close of the previous year. This 
excess is in the increased amount and value of mate- 
rial in the shops, and in the amount of old rails on 
hand for re-rolling, or for such disposal as may be 
deemed advisable. The amount of wood on hand, 
for fuel, is nearly thirty-five thousand dollars ($34, 
705.74) less in value than at the close of last year; 
but a sufficient amount has been contracted for to 
supply the road for the present year, and further 
purchases can be made when necessary. 

A detailed statement of the value of the fuel and 
materials on hand, for the use and repairs of the 
Road, is annexed to this report. 
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THE MOTIVE POWER AND ROLUNG STOCK 

of the Corporation are in fully as good condition for 
service as at any previous time. One new passenger 
locomotive, now being constructed in the shop, will 
be completed and placpd in service upon the road 
early in the present season. Seven locomotives have 
been thoroughly overhauled and repaired, and all 
necessary repairs upon other locomotives have been 
made. The passenger equipment has been kept in 
good order; thirteen (13) passenger cars and two 
(2) baggage cars have been thoroughly repaired ; 
new wheels and axles have been placed under 
eighteen (18) passenger cars ; and seven (7) addition- 
al Baker's patent car- warmers put in. Ten (10) pas- 
senger cars and five (5) baggage cars have been re- 
painted throughout, and the painting and varnishing 
needed upon other cars have been done. Thirty-five 
(35) new box freight cars and one (i) long platform 
car have been purchased and paid for; and one (i) 
new freight saloon, seven (7) new box freight cars, 
and fifty (50) long platform coal cars have been built 
in the shops. New bodies for twenty- five (25) long 
platform cars and seven (7) short platform cars have 
been made during the year. More freight cars are 
needed, and a contract has been made for the con- 
struction of fifteen (15) long box cars, and work 
commenced in the shop upon fifty (50) more long 
platform coal cars. 
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THE ROAD-BED AND TRACK 

have been kept in good condition. Repairs and im- 
provements therein, as stated below, have been made, 
viz., eighteen hundred and three (1803) tons of 
new steel rails, and one hundred and sixty-one (161) 
tons of new iron rails, have been placed in the track ; 
sixty-four thousand three hundred and seventy-six 
(64,376) new sleepers have been put in ; and thirteen 
thousand five hundred and ten (13,510) feet of new 
and additional side track laid, during the year. 
Nearly forty- three thousand (43,000) cubic yards of 
earth filling has been put in at Concord, and the 
train-yard there much enlarged and improved. All 
repairs and renewals of bridges, culverts, fences, etc., 
required during the year, have been made. 

THE DEPOTS AND OTHER BUILDINGS 

of the Corporation have been kept in as good condi- 
tion as heretofore, and some renewals and improve- 
ments have been made. The old and unsightly pas- 
senger-depot buildings at Nashua have been removed, 
and a new, substantial, and convenient brick building 
constructed, which is now open for the accommoda- 
tion of the public, and will, it is hoped, fully meet the 
requirements of the Road and its patrons, in that 
pleasant and prosperous city, for many years to come. 
The depot buildings at Thornton*s Ferry, Merrimack, 
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Reed's Ferry, Goff's Falls, Amoskeag, Martin's Fer- 
ry, and Hooksett stations have been thoroughly re- 
painted, and otherwise repaired. The depot build- 
ing at Greenland station has been remodelled, and 
made very convenient and comfortable. Various 
minor repairs have also been made at other stations 
upon the Road. New coal- and wood-sheds, and 
improved conveniences for sawing wood, have been 
completed at Concord, and work has been continued 
upon the new engine-houses and addition to the re- 
pair-shop at that station, all of which will be finished 
during the present season. 

ACCIDENTS. 

No passenger has been injured, and but very little 
property of the corporation damaged by accident dur- 
ing the year. 

The following casualties to individuals have oc- 
curred : 

June 22 — George W. Campbell, a brakeman in the 
yard at Manchester, was struck by an engine and 
fatally injured. 

July 5 — F. M. Sylvester, a brakeman at Manches- 
tc;r, was instantly killed by having his head crushed 
while coupling cars. 

August 1 1 — Ephraim Hastings, who had been em- 
ployed for many years as a switchman at Manches- 
ter, stepped in front of a moving train, and was run 
over and killed.

October 2 — A young man, employed in the mills 
at Manchester, in attempting to jump on to a moving 
freight train, fell under the wheels and had both legs 
crushed. 

October 2 — ^A young man named Timothy Sullivan 
was found dead on front of a passenger-train engine 
near Massabesic station. He was supposed to have 
attempted to cross the track in front of the train. 

November i — Michael McCarty, a young man who 
was stealing a ride on top of an excursion train, in 
attempting to leave the train when in motion, near 
Nashua, fell underneath and had his legs crushed. 

November 9 — Miss Alvina Cowan, a mill operative 
at Manchester, in attempting to cross the track im- 
mediately in front of a moving passenger train, was 
struck by the engine and fatally injured. 



The success of the road during the year has, in no 
little degree, been owing to the efficiency and faith- 
fulness of the superintendent and employes under 

him.

The foregoing statement of receipts and expendi- 
tures, with the trial balance of the treasurer, which is 
annexed to this report, will show the financial condi- 
tion of the corporation. 



At the last session of the legislature of New 
Hampshire, a law was passed authorizing a sale of 
the Manchester & Keene Railroad by auction, and 
its purchase by other railroads. It was deemed ad- 
visable for the Concord Railroad Corporation to have 
an interest in said road, and it has therefore pur- 
chased one half of the property and franchise, the 
remaining interest having been purchased by the 
Boston & Lowell Railroad Co. 

The contracts for the business of this corporation 
over the Boston & Lowell Railroad and the Nashua 
& Lowell Railroad expired the past year, and it be- 
came necessary to renew them, or make some ar- 
rangment as a substitute therefor. There being 
some difference of opinion between the various cor- 
porations as to the terms of a renewal of the old 
contracts, and in view of the many matters in which 
these roads and the Concord Railroad had a mutual 
interest, it was thought desirable, if possible, to make 
an arrangement by which the facilities afforded the 
public would be increased, by more economically 
working the roads between Concord and Boston as 
parts of a continuous line, without detriment to the 
interests of the stockholders of either of the corpo- 
rations ; and with that object a contract was entered 
into between the companies, under date of August 
19, 1881. 

The supreme court of New Hampshire having 
pronounced an opinion ** against the performance of 
the contract because it is [was] the formation of a 
partnership ; and for aught that appears in those 
[the] facts, substantially all the public and private 



advantages of economy, convenience, and efficiency, 
which the contract was made to secure, can be ob- 
tained by such a business connection, not a partner- 
ship, as it is the duty of the directors of the several 
parts of the line to form," * said contract has been 
abrogated and annulled, and a business arrangement 
has been made in conformity with the following 
votes, viz. : 

"That the supreme court of the state of New Hampshire 
haying pronounced an opinion upon the validity of the contract 
of August 19, 1881, between the Concord Railroad Corporation 
and the Boston & Lowell Railroad Corporation, said contract is 
is hereby abrogated and annulled on and after April 30, 1882 ; 
that this corporation form a business connection with the Bos- 
ton & Lowell Railroad Corporation (said Boston & Lowell 
Railroad Corporation by similar vote assenting and agreeing 
thereto), commencing May ist, 1882, to continue until Septem- 
ber ist, 1886; that this corporation will accept forty per cent, 
of the gross income under said business connection as its pro- 
portion thereof; that this corporation will assume and pay 
forty per cent, of the amount of the gross expenses under the 
above business connection ; that no changes of the present local 
or through rates of transportation shall be made without the 
approval of the directors ; that Henry C. Sherburne be and he 
is hereby appointed manager of this corporation under said 
business connection ; that C. E. A. Bartlett be and he is hereby 
appointed cashier of this corporation under said business connec- 
tion, and that he shall give satisfactory bond for the faithful per- 
formance of his duties ; that the connection provided for by the 
preceding votes is intended to secure to this corporation, so far 
as can be legally done, substantially the same relative pecuniary 
results that would have resulted under the contract of August 
19, 1881, except that this corporation shall not be liable for any 
risks of employes, passengers, or freight on the local business 
of any other road than the roads of this corporation." 

* Extract from opinion of the court by Doe, C. J. 
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Under which the Concord Railroad is now being 
operated as part of a continuous line between Con- 
cord and Boston. 

The experience of the last seven months has 
shown that the public, to whom the roads desire to 
give all the conveniences and facilities possible, ap- 
prove such a business connection, and there seems 
to be no reason why it will not prove mutually ad- 
vantageous to both the patrons of the road and its 
stockholders. 

In February, 1880, a contract was entered into be- 
tween the Concord Railroad and John H. Pearson 
and F. M. Stevens for the construction of an experi- 
mental locomotive in the shops of the company, at 
the expense of said Pearson and Stevens. Upon 
the completion of the locomotive a demand was 
made upon said Pearson and Stevens for the amount 
expended, according to the terms of the contract, 
and payment was declined. Suit has been com- 
menced against said Pearson and Stevens to recover 
the entire amount expended, if said Pearson and 
Stevens take the locomotive, or for such part thereof 
as may be due, if the road takes some portion of the 
locomotive, in accordance with the several provisions 
of the contract. 



STOCK AND MATERIALS. 



The valuation of stock and materials on hand for 
the use and repairs of the road is included in the 
trial balance of the treasurer. 
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THE MOTIVE POWER AND ROLLING STOCK 

of the road have been improved, and large additions 
made thereto. The new locomotive referred to in the 
previous report has been completed, and is now in 
use upon the road. Another new locomotive has 
been constructed, and is nearly ready for service. 
Eleven (ii) locomotives have been thoroughly re- 
paired, and changed from wood to coal burners ; 
and all repairs which were required upon other lo- 
comotives have been made. Fifty (50) new long 
coal cars, and new bodies for twenty-nine (29) long 
platform cars, and seven (7) long box cars, have been 
constructed in the shop, and the necessary repairs to 
other freight and passenger cars during the year 
have been made. Fifteen (15) new long box freight 
cars for local service, and one hundred and fifty 
(150) new long box cars for through freight service, 
have been purchased, and are now in use for the 
business of the road. Fifty (50) additional coal cars 
are being constructed in the shop. One (i) large 
baggage and express car has been built, and four (4) 
new first-class passenger cars have been contracted 
for, two of which have been delivered, and the others 
will be received in season for use during the coming 
summer. 

ROAD-BED AND TRACK. 

The good condition of the road-bed, track, and su- 
perstructure generally has been fully maintained. 
Six hundred and ten (610) tons of new steel rails 
and nineteen (19) tons of new iron rails have been 
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laid in the track, and fifty-six thousand nine hundred 
and forty-nine (56,949) new cross- ties put in during 
the year ; nineteen thousand eight hundred and 
eighty-eight (19,888) feet of new side-track, includ- 
ing the branch track of a little more than one mile 
(5*636 feet), from East Epping station, on Ports- 
mouth road, to the grounds of the Hedding Camp- 
Meeting Association. The wharf at Portsmouth has 
been newly timbered and planked, and other needed 
repairs made thereon. A new bridge has been built 
at Raymond's, on M. & No. Weare road, and also an 
overhead highway bridge on Suncook Valley road, 
near Suncook. Bridge-guards have been erected, as 
required by law, and such repairs made to bridges 
and other structures as were necessary, during the 
year, have been made. The bridge over the river 
above Nashua station has been strengthened by new 
arches, but it has become unsuitable, and should be 
replaced by a new structure of iron or wood, during 
the coming summer. 

THE DEPOTS AND OTHER BUILDINGS 

have been kept well repaired. New slate roofs have 
been put on the depots at Hooksett, Gofif*s Falls, 
and Reed's Ferry, and upon the tenement house at 
Nashua. A new and commodious passenger and 
freight depot building has been erected at East 
Weare. The new engine-house, and addition to the 
repair shop at Concord, have been completed, and 
work has been commenced upon the construction of 
a new freight house, and other much needed im- 
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provements for the convenience of the road and its 
patrons at that station. 

ACCIDENTS. 

The following casualties have occurred during the 
year, viz. : — 

May 19th. A Canadian Frenchman (name un- 
known), while walking upon the track a short dis- 
tance below Manchester station, was struck by a pass- 
ing train, and fatally injured. 

Sept. 13. B. F. Buswell, foreman of track repairs, 
while at work in the yard at Nashua, was run over 
by a freight train, and killed. 

Dec. 26. F. H. Warren, while employed in shifting 
cars in the yard at Manchester, was run over by the 
train, and fatally injured.
